the signers. 

An article in the December 13, 1938, edition of the "People's 
World," a West Coast Communist newspaper, reporting a meeting sponsored for 
the Defense of Democracy by the Hollywood Anti-Nazi League, revealed that 
Belfrage, an English author, was one of the speakers. He fold his audience 
that the English Government no longer represented the people of Great Britain 
and had let slip away their freedom of speech, press and radio. He warned 
that Democracy had died in England before the people realized that it was 
too late.

official organ of the Hollywood Chapter of the League of American Writers. 

In this article he ridicules the Dies Committee and a statement which he 

attributed to former Representative Hamilton Fish that "Congress has the 

power to deport aliens even if we don't like the color of their eyes." 

The "Daily Worker" of February 6 , 1941 * listed Cedric Belfrage as 

one of the sponsors of the American Rescue Ship Mission. 

The "Daily Worker" of May 15, 1941, contained an article indicating 

that Belfrage had been chosen as a delegate to the Fourth American Writers 

Congress in New York to be held from June 6 to 8, 1941* This Congress during 

its session passed resolutions condemning attacks on Harry Bridges, West 

* 

Coast Longshore leader. 

The "Croton-on-Hudson Mews" on September 1, 1946, reported that 
Belfrage had been employed in a "psychological warfare unit" which had gone 
to Germany to build up democratic newspapers in that country after occupation 
by allied troops. In speaking before the Cortlandt League of Women Voters 
of Croton, New York, Belfrage stated that there was no danger of Communism 
in Germany since only one per cent of the German Communists were still 
alive. 

An article in the New York Evening Journal American on August 18, 
1938, quoted Edward F. Sullivan in a news release at Boston, as saying that

Belfrage was a contributor to the North American Committee to Aid Spanish 









Democracy. Sullivan was referred to in the release as an investigator for 
the Dies Committee. 

Belfrage was also listed as a member on the letterhead of the 
National Committee for Peoples Rights, formerly known as the National 
Committee for the Defense of Political Prisoners. 

He is the author of a book entitled "Let My People Go," published 
in 1940 by Victor Gallancy, Ltd., and a book entitled "A Faith To Free The 
People," based on the life of Claude YJilliams, Director of the People's 
Institute of Applied Religion. Belfrage was shown- as a national sponsor on 
the letterhead of the People's Institute of Applied Religion.

In early 1950, the paper sent out an appeal to raise funds 
to continue its operations. It claimed a paid circulation of 75,000. 

In the January 2, 1950 issue of the paper, Cedric Belfrage 
stated that the National Guardian was making great progress as "a 
main channel of Progressive Party policy and news." 

In May of 1950 the Ghardian was sending along a card with 
introductory subscriptions requesting that the receiver send $1 for 
a year's subscription and to return the postal card to remind them 
"to credit Queens County ALP Headquarters with 25£ commission." 

The ALP (American Labor Party) was cited by the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities, 79th. Congress, as a Communist front on

The speech also exemplifies the 
MASTER PLAN outlined' in the 
PROTOCOLS OF THE ELDERS OF 
ZION. Although made in Bud a Pest, 
Hungary, a country behind the 
Tron Curtain, the Rabbi’s speech, 
like many other documents of im¬ 
portance has lately reached • the 
United States. It follows: 

“Greetings, my children! You have 
been called here to recapitulate\ the 
principal steps of our new program. 
As you know, we had hoped ta 
have twenty years between wars to 
consolidate the great gains which 
we made from World War II, but 
our increasing numbers in certain 
vital areas is arousing opposition to 
us, and we must now work with 
every means at our disposal to 








precipitate World War III within 
five years, (Emphasis ours. Ed.) 

The goal for which we have stri¬ 
ven so eoncertedly for three thous¬ 
and years is at last within our 
reach, and because its fulfillment is 
so apparent, it behooves us to in¬ 
crease our efforts and our caution 
tenfold. I can safely promise you 
that before ten years have passed, 
our race will take its rightful place 
in the world, with every Jew a 
King and every Gentile a slave! 
(applause from the gathering). You 
remember the success of our propa¬ 
ganda campaign during the 1930s, 
which aroused anti-American pas- 
, sions in Germany at the same time 
we were arousing anti-German pas¬ 
sions in America, a campaign which 
culminated in the Second World 
War. A similar* Propaganda cam¬ 
paign is now being waged inten¬ 
sively throughout the world. A war 
fever is being worked up in Russia 
by an incessant anti-American bar¬ 
rage, while a nationwide anti-Com- 
munist scare is sweeping America. 
This campaign is forcing all of the 
smaller nations to choose between 
the’ partnership of Russia or an 
alliance with the United States. 

Our most pressing problem at the 
moment is to Inflame the lagging 
militaristic spirit of the Americans* 
The failure of the Universal Mili¬ 
tary Training Act was a great set¬ 
back to our plans, but we are as¬ 
sured that a suitable measure will 
be rushed through Congress im¬ 
mediately after the 1952 elections. 
The Russian, as well as the Asiatic 


peoples, are well under control, and 
offer no objections to war, but we ; 
must wait to secure the Ameri¬ 
cans. This we hope to do with the 
issue of anti-Semitism, which 
worked so well in uniting the 
Americans against Germany. We 
are counting heavily cm reports of 
anti-Semitic outrages in Russia to 
whip up indignation in the United 
States and produce a front of 
solidarity against the Soviet power. 
Simultaneously, to demonstrate to 
Americans the reality of anti- 
Semitism, we will advance through 
new sources large sums of money 
to .outspokenly .anti-Semitic .ele¬ 
ments in America to increase their 
effectiveness, and we - shall stage 
anti-Semitic outbreaks in several of 
their largest cities. This will serve 
the double purpose of exposing 
reactionary sectors in America, 
which then can be silenced, and of 
welding the United* States into a 
devoted anti-Russian unit 

Within five years,; this program 4 
will achieve its objective, the Third 
World War, which will surpass in 
destruction all previous contests. 
Israel, of course, will remain neutral, 
and when both sides are devastated 
and exhausted, we will arbitrate, 
sending our Control Commissions 
into all of the wrecked countries. 
This war will end for all time our 
struggle against the Gentiles. We 
will openly reveal our identity with 
die races of Asia and Africa. I can 
state with assurance that the last 
generation of white children is now 
being bom. Our Control Commis¬ 


sions will, In the interests of peace 
and wiping out inter-racial tensions, 
forbid the whites to mate with 
whites. The white woman must co¬ 
habit with members of the dark 
races, the white men with black 
women. Thus the white race will 
disappear, for mixing the dark with 
the white means the end of the 
white man, and our most dangerous 
enemy will become only a memory. 
We shall embark upon an era of ten 
thousand years of peace and plenty, 
the Pax Judaica, and our race will 
rule undisputed over the earth. Our 
superior intelligence will easily en¬ 
able \is to 'retain mastery over a 
world of dark peoples. 

(Question from gathering) Rabbi— 
what about the various religions 
after the Third World War? 

The Rabbi: “There will be. no 
more religions. Not only would the 
existence of a priest class remain 
a constant danger to our rule, but 
belief in an after-life would give 
spiritual strength to irreconcilable 
elements in many countries, and 
enable them to resist us. We will, 
however, retain the rituals and cus¬ 
toms of Judaism as the mark of our 
hereditary ruling caste, strengthen¬ 
ing our racial laws so that no Jew 
will be allowed to marry outside our 
race, nor will any stranger be ac¬ 
cepted by us. 

We may have to repeat the grim 
days of World War II, when we 
were forced to let the Hitlerite 
bandits sacrifice some of our people, 
in order that we may have adequate 


documentation and witnesses to 
legally justify our trial and execu¬ 
tion o£ the leaders of America and 
Russia as war criminals, after we 
have dictated the peace. I am sure 
you will need little preparation for 
such a duty, for sacrifice has always 
been the watchword of our people, 
and the death of a few thousand 
Jews in exchang for world leader¬ 
ship is indeed a small price to pay. 

To convince you of the certainty 
of that leadership, let me point 
OUT TO you how we have turned 
all of the inventions of the white 
man into weapons against him. His 
printing presses and radios are the 
mouthpieces of our desires, and his 
heavy industry manufactures the 
instruments which he sends out to 
arm Asia and Africa against ham- 
self. Our interests in Washington are 
greatly extending the Point Pour 
Program for developing industry ini 
backward areas of the world, so 
that after the industrial plants and 
cities of Europe and America are 
destroyed by atomic warfare, the 
whites can offer no resistance against 
the larger masses of the dark races, 
who will maintain an unchallenged 
technological superiority. 

And so, with the vision of world 
victory before you, go back to your 
countries and intensify your good 
work, until that approaching day 
when Israel will reveal herself in 
all her glorious destiny as the light 
of the World!” 

The above speech was made in 
Budapest on January 12th, 1952.

Miss Judy Pace in Congressman Yorty's Office telephonically 
contacted the Bureau this morning and spoke to DeLoach. She stated that the 
Congressman's Office had received a request from a v First Lieutenant, presently 
assigned to the Judge Advocate General's Office, U. S. Army, relative to two 
plays he had attended recently in California. Miss Pace stated that the Lieutenant 
in question was of the opinion that the plays he had attended were of subversive 
background. Consequently, he was afraid the FBI had obtained his name and he 
would either be "black listed" by the FBI or mentioned by the McCarthy Committee 
in some manner. 

Miss Pace stated that the Army representative desired to keep 
his name confidential and consequently, she would not furnish his name. DeLoach 
advised her that our files were, of course, confidential by virtue of Departmental 
ruling and that we would be of no help to her in this instance; however, that in the 
event the Lieutenant who had written Congressman Yorty desired to make his 
information a matter of record in the files of the FBI he should write us a letter. 

She was further advised that in the event we received a name check from anyone 
concerning the Lieutenant we would be pleased to furnish the contents, of his letter 
in addition to other information in our files, providing the request was from 
authorized sources. Miss Pace stated she thought it would be a good idea for the ; 
Lieutenant to write us a letter and that she would correspond with him immediately^' 
regarding this matter. ^

Wednesday , May 5 ,1954 

Mr. YORTY. Mr. Speaker, as we move 
through one crisis to another it some¬ 
times seems that our “time of troubles” 
vis endless. Yet history records many 
k such periods. Studying them, one is en¬ 
couraged to feel that by calm, dispas¬ 
sionate, intelligent action, we too can 
win through to a better day. Certainly 
we know we must preserve for our chil¬ 
dren the freedom and liberty which was 
won and preserved for us by former gen¬ 
erations of Americans. 

the challenge of tyranny 
The existence and awesome threat of 
tyranny is not new. It has long been a 
challenge to free men. Whether it be 
dictatorship of the right or the left; 
divine right of kings; Nazism; Com-^ 
munism; or by whatever other name, it 
is the same old tyranny ever challenging 
the will of men to achieve and protect 
freedom, and to direct their own destiny. 

FREEDOM THROUGH STRENGTH 

History teaches that only the strong 
and the brave can remain free. The ag¬ 
gressor who would destroy liberty is 
tempted by weakness but deterred by 
strength. A strong America, brave, pre¬ 
pared, and confident, is far less likely to 
have to fight an aggressor than an 
America weak and divided. Better then 
that we err, if we must, on the side of 
too much strength rather than too little. 
We must strive through strength to avoid 
the barbarous carnage of war. This 
means we must not only build strength, 
we must maintain it until the threat has 
vanished. 

INTERNAL STRENGTH 

Of course, we all know that strength 
is more than planes, atom bombs, guns, 
and military forces. Strength is also 
people with a reverence for justice; a re¬ 
spect for each other; and a tolerant at¬ 
titude toward honest differences of 
opinion.' These attributes come easily to 
Americans but, nevertheless, they need

to be constantly cultivated and encour¬ 
aged. Conversely, demagogues who 
would divide must ever be discouraged. 
Truth is the most reliable shield of 
democracy. 

AID TO OUR FRIENDS 

The air age has brought us close to 
once distant lands and peoples. We 
have now learned from experience that 
we have a stake in their freedom as well 
as our own. No people in all history 
have ever given to others so unselfishly 
as have Americans. Unselfishness and 
economic development have combined to 
make possible this vast material help to 
others. Our economic progress should 
not be neglected. Certainly it has not 
been completed. We are a compara¬ 
tively new Nation—still less, than 200 
years old. We have come far. There 
can be even brighter horizons in the 
future. Of course, helping our friends 
has also caused them to help us. Our 
vital protective airbases close to Russia 
are on the soil of our friends. Without 
’them our chance to avoid war would be 
Considerably lessenecT 

FALSE PROPHETS 

Of late, we have witnessed defeatist 
governmental action based upon a false 
assumption that we are tired and old; 
that we must “pull in our horns” and 
stop expanding. So we had “hard 
money,” and sudden sharp curtailment 
and cutbacks, which so slowed our econ¬ 
omy that we have not yet recovered from 
the shock. These erroneous policies 
have needlessly brought upon us the 
specter of millions of workers unem¬ 
ployed. Farmers are now threatened 
with a downward flexing of their already 
reduced income. This is not the road 
Americans intended to take. It is a road 
from which we must soon depart. 

EXPANSION OPPORTUNITIES 

Wherever we look, opportunity chal¬ 
lenges our imagination. We need only 
the confidence and courage to move 
boldly ahead—modern pioneers of a bet¬ 
ter, finer America. 

Education is the very foundation of 
democracy. Yet years of enforced neg¬ 
lect have left us critically short of 
schools. Why not build them now while 
we need employment for millions of 
workers? 




Our roads are literally falling apart. 
The traffic they carry is rapidly increas¬ 
ing. We need a real highway construc¬ 
tion program with wide freeways criss¬ 
crossing the entire Nation. 

We need hospitals. Our crowded cities 
need hospitals. Rural areas need hos¬ 
pitals. The Veterans Administration 
needs hospitals. In some areas the 
shortage is very critical. And inciden¬ 
tally we all need to agree on a sound plan 
to bring adequate medical care within 
the financial reach of all our people. 

Many of # our people need improved , 
diets. Here is the place to look for a 
sound answer to so-called farm surpluses 
If we bring consumption into balance 
with production, there will be no sur¬ 
pluses. We need not start at the wroni 
end and try to solve the problem by 
bankrupting American farmers. I 

Old age is still a hazard to too manyl 
of our people. Why should this be so in 1 
our abundant land? But, we are asked, 
can we afford a real program of old-age 
security which will protect all of us in 
our later years? Of course, we can and 
we should. We will all benefit. 

Last, but not least, we need to more 
fully develop and conserve our natural 
resources. As an example, far too much 
valuable water regularly wastes into the 

to conserve it? The truth of the matter 
is we cannot afford to go on wasting it. 

Our great national parks are begin¬ 
ning to show the signs of long neglect. 
There are power dams to be built and 
floods to be brought under control. 
These things add to our wealth and well¬ 
being. They add to our strength. 

PROMISES VERSUS PERFORMANCE 

Yes, all around us we see challenge and 
opportunity. Yet the present adminis¬ 
tration seems hesitant and uncertain. It 
appears to be divided between those*who 
write the speeches and those who write 
the program. The promises are plenti¬ 
ful but the performance is not up to par. 


1939. We vigorously fought Commu¬ 
nists, Nazis, and other subversives but 
we did not permit “smears” or loose 
charges. 

In those day, as now, the Communists 
were attacking the FBI. I came to its 
defense and helped expose the real source 
of these attacks. Mr. J. Edgar Hoover, 
who is now being justly congratulated 
for 30 years of outstanding public serv¬ 
ice, sent me a personal letter of thanks. 
I am proud of this letter, written 14 years 
ago. It reads as follows:

Sam Yorty of California-had been attacked as a "Red" by Senator Tom. 
Kuchel, who is opposing Yorty in the California Senate race . The 
column defends Yorty and states "It happens that the Congressman 
has a letter from J. Edgar Hoover thanking him for his fight against 
communism Director noted ’’Let me see rou letter. " 

No such letter containing precisely the terminology quoted 
above can be located in Bureau files • It i s noted that Pearson's 
column fails to mention a date on which the alleged letter was 
written • Yorty has communicated with the Bureau numerous times. 

He has been afforded cordial acknowledgments on each o ccasi on. Yorty 
apparently follows the practice of forwarding to the Bureau material 
of a subversive or questi onable nature which he receives . Frequent 
acknowledgments to him contain expressions of appreciation for his 
courtesy and interest in submitting such material. 

Yorty presided over a Special Committee, State Assembly, 

Los Angeles, on February 5, 1940, as California State Assemblyman and 
heard testi mony of Communist Party members. On May 24, 1940, the 
"Yorty Committee" introduced a resolution before the California 
legislature condemning smear of FBI based on attempts by subversive 
elements to discredit activities of Director and FBI. The Bureau 
wrote Yorty on June 20, 1940, (as well as remai ning four members 
of the Committee, namely Lee T. Bashore, Jack B. Tenney, Chester F\ 
Gannon and James H. Phillips) thanking him for the support of his 
Committee. This letter, a copy of which is attached, represents 
the best possibility of being the one to which, Pearson 1 s columh^^ui^ 
refers. (94-1-1Q130-1)

Until recently, general opinion appeared to be that 
Mayor Poulson would riot have great difficulty in being re¬ 
elected but certain developments now are the basis for 
considerable concern on the part of the supporters of Mayor 
Poulson. One of the principal detriments to Poulson's cause is 
the fact that he has been suffering from a throat ailment which 
at one time, was publicized by an opponent in the Primary as 
due to cancer but which, since, through a staff of examining 
physicians who made public announcement of their examination of 
Poulson, is reportedly riot a malignant condition.

As a result. Mayor Poulson has not been able to 
campaign by way of speeches and television appearances in any 
effective manner^and; on the television- appearances- which he has- 
made, It is most obvious that he is unable to speak. - He has been 
limiting himself to statements of less than two minutes duration 
and he has been difficult to understand. 

Yorty, on the other hand, has been challenging / 

Poulson to debate on the various issues which Poulson has / 
declined to do making the excuse that he is suffering from / 
laryngitis. The usual brickbats attendant to such campaign!are B 
rumors emanating from Yorty*s supporters that Poulson has suffered 
several strokes which have affected not only his speech, but • 
also his thinking. |I have seen no substantiation of the latter^ 
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Poulson has alleged that Yorty is receiving underworld 
support and Yorty has made counter-charges and has challenged 
Poulson to prove his statements and also to establish that 
Poulson himself does not have underworld connections. As a 
result of these charges, Yorty has brought a $2,200,000 slander 
suit against Poulson. 1 : n t . 


The four ma.lor Eos ^Anaeles/ newspapers have declared 
themselves in favor of Poulson although it is noticeable that 
recently, more press is being given to Yorty. This may be 
attributable to considered opinion that the race will be a

Bufiles reflect that in 19'38, Yorty, as a member of the California State 
Assembly, addressed the American League for Peace and! Democracy and the Inter¬ 
national Labor Defense, both of which have been cited as subversive and communist. 

In 1940, Yorty broke with California Governor Olsen because Olsen was not getting rid 
of Communist Party (CP) members in the State administration. Yorty presided over a 
meeting of the Special Committee of the California State Assembly which heard testimony 
of CP members in February, 1940. Also in 1940, he ran for the U. S. Senate against 
Hiram Johnson, but was defeated. On 5-25-40, Yorty's committee introduced a resolu¬ 
tion before the California Legislature condemning the smear campaign against the FBI. 
The Director wrote Yorty thanking him for his support. 

( On 4-1-54, Yorty, his wife arid son met the Director and were conducted 
on a special tour of the Bureau. Drew Pearson's column of 6-3-54 reported that 
Congressman Yorty had been attacked as a ’’Red” by Senator Tom Kuchel, who was 
opposing Yorty in the California Senate Race; however, the column defended Yorty 
stating, "It happens that the Congressman has a letter from J. Edgar Hoover thanking 
him for his fight against communism." No letter with this; precise wording could be 
located, but Yorty had been thanked on numerous occasions with general egressions 
of appreciation when he forwarded information to the Bureau of a subversive or question¬ 
able nature.

The Director has requested a summary on Mayof Yorty. It is notedthat 
last night Major Arch E^Roberts of the U. S. Army made an "off-the-cuff" speech to the 
Daughters of the American Revolution wherein he accused the Mayor of Los Angeles of 
having a communist background. Mayor Yorty denied the accusation and said ”such 
a loose charge" actually aided subversives. It was noted in the news clipping setting 
forth the above that Major Roberts was a one-time aide of former Major General 
Edwin Walker. Major Roberts has been suspended by the Army. There are numerous 
references in Bufiles to Mayor Yorty and set forth below is a resume of pertinent 
information concerning him for the Director* s information. 

BIOGRAPHICAL DATA:

According to the current edition of"Who’s Who in America’,’ Samuel 
William Yorty, who became Mayor of Los Angeles in 1961,. was bom 10-1-09 at 
Lincoln, Nebraska. He was a student at the law school of Southwestern University 
and had studied; at the University of Southern California and the University of 
California Extension School. He was [admitted to the California Bar in 1939 and has 
since practiced law in,Los Angeles. He was a member of the 82nd and 83rd Congresses 
from the 14th and 26th Districts respectively (1951-1954). Yorty was a member of the 
California State Assembly, 1936-40 and 1949-50. He was the first Chairman of the 
California State Committee on Un-American Activities, 1939-1940. He served as a . ;

In 1937 Assemblyman Sam Yorty was reported to have been Chairman 
of a mass meeting to protest against the invasion of Spain by Germany and Italy. It 
was not clear as to who sponsored the meeting. (62-60527-25372) 

A Dies Committee Report contains the testimony of a former member 
of the Communist Party (CP) and Young Communist League to the effect that his unit 
of the CP supported Yorty in the 1938 California elections, however, this individual 
further stated that Yorty’s subsequent actions proved conclusively that Yorty was not 
a CP member. ‘ 

Another Dies Committee Report contains an affidavit of Arthur James 
Kent who claims to have been a member of the CP from 1932 to 1937 and was 
Membership Director for the CP at San Francisco during 1936 and 1937. Kent 
claims for almost a year prior to June, 1937, a Strategy Committee of the CP 
would meet with members of the California Legislature including Sam Yorty and 
Jack Tenney. He referred to Tenney and Yorty and the others as members of the 
1 CP and described them as active members from 1936 to 1937. In evaluating this 
I information, however, it must be kept in mind that Kent has an extensive criminal 
f record including convictions for burglary in 1927 when he received a 15-year sentence 
and again in 1937 when he burglarized 13 homes and claimed he turned the proceeds 
over to the CP. In 1940 he was again arrested for burglary and in 1950 was shot 
while attempting to burglarize a home. It is noted that Jack Tenney above later 
served as Chairman of the California State Fact-Finding Committee on Un-American 
activities. In this connection the anticommunist Patrick Henry League has circulated 
a pamphlet pertaining to Gerieral Edwin A. Walker which makes a statement that 
Yorty was identified as a communist by. Kent. This pamphlet was sent to the 
Bureau in October, 1961, by the Los Angeles Office.

RELATIONS WITH THE BUREAU : 

On 5-25-40 Ybrty’s Legislative Committee introduced a resolution 
before the California Legislature condemning the smear campaign against the FBI. 
The Director wrote Yorty thanking him for his support. On 4-1-54 Yorty, his wife 
/and son met the Director and were conducted on a special tour of the Bureau. We 
have exchanged cordial correspondence with Yorty from time to time oyer the years. 
Primarily his letters have brought matters of possible subversive interest to the 
Bureau's attention. On 6-3-54 Drew Pearson’s column reported that Congressman 
Yorty. had been attacked as a "Red" by Senator Tom Kuchel, who was opposing 
Yorty in the California Senate race; however, the column defended Yorty stating 
"It happens that the Congressman jhas a letter from J. Edgar Hoover thanking him 
for his fight against communism. ’’ No letter with this precise wording could be 
located. On one occasion in 1951 jhe was furnished public source information he 
requested regarding aicited newspaper. 

YORTYfik CAMPAIGN FOR MAYOR IN 1961: 


' • The 1961 elections jih Los Angeles for Mayor were punctuated by the 

number of accusations between Yorty and the incumbent Los Angeles Mayor 
Norris C. Poulson. Poulson alleged that Yorty was receiving underworld support 
in hfs campaign and Yorty challenged Poulson to prove his allegations. Further^ 
Yorty sued Poulson for $2,200,00Q regarding accusations of underworld support. 

U. S. Attorney Francis C. Whelan was quoted by news sources as stating that he 
had not detected any evidence of underworld participation in the campaign. Yorty 
then was quoted as stating that the truth had come from the U. S. Attorney who 
had at his command "the full investigative powers of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation." It was claimed that Yorty, if elected, would oust Los Angeles 
Police Chief Parker, however, he! did'- not do this. Yorty was,critical of the police 
commission and the members of the police commission resigne d: including Emmett 
McGaughey who is well-known to the Director. Although Yorty retained Parker, 
he was critical of some of Parker's activities, particularly, his ability in the field

PRESS CONFERENCE OF MAYOR SAMUEL YORTY

MAYOR YORTY: First of all, thanks for coming on such short 
notice. I didn't plan on having a news conference today, but we 
had so many calls from news rhedia and we are getting hundreds of 
calls from people who are indignant about the attack upon our city 
and the unfair criticism on the part of both Bobby Kennedy and 
Abe Ribicoff and, of course, obviously, I didn't know what a trap 
I was walking into. The groundwork had been well laid. They had 
a group of smirking young men digging up questions and passing them 
to the Senators to ask me, many of them based upon the McCone Com¬ 
mission report or other reports, some of them which have been very 
distorted, concerning Los Angeles, and I guess they were a little 
bit indignant, a little bit disappointed that they couldn't make us 
out to be something that we’re not. 

They just can’t understand that the City of Los Angeles does 
not have rat-infested slums teeming with people in ridiculous over¬ 
crowded conditions. They also can’t understand that the Mayor of 
Los Angeles is not a political boss of a party machine with the usual 
Eastern type syndicated vice operating in the city and all that that 
signifies. We are just a different type of city and, I think a lot 
more wholesome than some of the areas represented by some of the 
Senators who refused to understand this city. Whether it's out of 
jealousy or misunderstanding^ of what, I don't know, but obviously, 

I got caught in the cros,s fife of Bobby Kennedy's attempt to 
undermine President Lyndon Johnson . 

Everyoody in the country who has any political sophistication 
a> all knows that he's running for President, and I didn't realize 
u til yesterday how hard 1 he's running; but he is conducting a well- 
planned and lavishly financed campaign to build himself up and tear 
F. ssident Johnson down, and I can see now, I believe, what he has 
in mind. It's either to see President Johnson defeated in 1968 or 
I to try and weaken him so much that he can't name his successor in 
I1972. He is politically aware enough to know that an incumbent 
. President usually can say who the next nominee is going to be; so 
he's either got to beat President Johnson in '68 or try to weaken 
the President so that somebody else will defeat him and leave the' 
party wide open for a well-financed campaign for Bobby to take it 
over. And, he's not above spending his father's money to try to 
advance himself politically.In my opinion, he's trying to ride on 
his brother's fame and his father'p^foFtimeiand take over control 
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August 24, 1966 


of the United States of America. Of course, you'll recall what 
Senator Humphrey said in the campa;‘gnin Wisconsin when he was run¬ 
ning against John Kennedy. He said that Bobby was running around 
throwing money as if there's no limit to it, or some phrase like 
that; so, this headstrong young man has become very arrogant. I 
suppose this is partly based upon the recent polls, but after what's 
happened in California in my race for-Governor, I don't think we 
ought to worry too much about (depending on polls. 

President Johnson has shown great restraint in the face of 
the provocation from Bobby. Bobby's policy is to criticize, destroy, 
tear down, but never say anything good, and this is a pretty clever 
tactic. You take cne example,; for instance, the Dominican Republic. 
He criticized the President for intervening in the Dominican Republic 
without taking the time to get a vote of the Organization of American 
States. But the President felt that a Communist take-over was so 
imminent that he couldn't wait;. He had to act immediately. Well, 
now, Bobby criticized him, but; it turned out very well. We have had 
an election there--a moderate one--an election with a fair vote of - 
the people. The forces that intervened will be withdrawn. So, Bobby 
won't talk about that any more. He knows that the public forgets 
things that turn out all right!. This is his tactic. . If it had 
turned out badly, he was in a position to say the President was wrong 
and that he would have done better. Now, when it turns out right, 
he just forgets it. So, he isi gradually tearing at LBJ; I don't know 
whether a person of even Lyndon Johnson's great patience will take 
this much longer from this upstart with all his money, who is trying 
to take over this country. That's what I have to say about Bobby 
Kennedy.. 

REPORTER: Mr. Mayor, do you think Mr. Ribicoff consciously 

and deliberately went along wijbh Mr. Kennedy on this? 

MAYOR YORTY: Well, he certainly had his prepared notes, his 
markings. He had a young, bright-eyed- fellow passing questions to 
him, and I don't know whether or not it was by design that they sent 
for Senator Jake Javits of New; York who would noc have stood for 
this kind of thing if he had been;present, who during these hearings 
has constantly interrupted, to stop or at least to criticize some of 
the questioning; they sent for Mr. Javits and sent one of his aides 
to tell me how sorry he was that he could not be there, and, of 
course, unfortunately. Senator; Murphy has a temporary illness, and 
|£fe was not in 'Washington or I'm sure he would have been 
there. This would have been helpful. I was caught with just 
Mr. Ribicoff, who was one of the members of the cabinet in the Kennedy 
.administration and very close to Bobby Kennedy; so I only had -the 
two of them. I had nobody on the other side, and they were obviously 
prepared. |

\ , If you could have seen these so-called bright-eyed young men 

of theirs, with their smirks on their faces, passing up these ques¬ 
tions. It was almost a joke. ; If I wasn't so amused, I would have 
resented it*. (Laughter.) " 
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REPORTER: Mr, Mayor, Councilman Lamport said today that 
this will boomerang against: Kennedy. Do you think it will, polit¬ 
ically? 

MAYOR YORTY: It will, if I can have anything to do with 
it. (Laughter.) 

REPORTER: Mr. Mayor, it has been said that this attack on 
you has a great deal to do with the gubernatorial race in this 
state. Do you feel that's true? 

MAYOR YORTY: Well, I think I did get caught in this polit¬ 
ical fight between the Kennedy forces, and I wouldn't say between 
Johnson, because he doesn't seem to be fighting back as they are 
fighting him, but I see it now more clearly than I did before, 
their attempt to destroy the President. Another tactic of theirs 
'is* they are saying President Johnson is not appropriating enough 
for the war on poverty, even though it was a Johnson conception; 
but if he appropriates three billion dollars, they'll say it should 
be five. If he appropriates five, they'll say it shculd be ten. 

They even have the Mayor of New York saying he needed fifty billion 
dollars in ten years, and they got some asti’onomical figure from 
the Mayor of Detroit. I guess that's what they wanted me to do, 
and then they could say that the President isn't doing enough, even 
though he is confronted with a very difficult budgetary situation 
because of Inflation, Another very demagogic tactic of Bobby 
Kennedy, which I criticized before the committee in my extemporane¬ 
ous statement, was the comparison of the war on poverty expendi¬ 
tures with the expenditures to support three hundred thousand 
Americans fighting in Vietnam. I think this is sheer demagoguery. 
It's an attempt to appeal tot the people who are confused and against 
the Vietnam war and got their support and at the same time to say 
to the poverty people, "Well:, It's this war that's depriving you 
of that to which you are entitled." I think this is very dangerous, 
and I said to the Senators: "Why don't you compare the poverty 
expenditures with the expenditures to clean up water pollution or 
something else? Why is the war in Vietnam picked, the one expendi¬ 
ture that the President ’ftp to cut at the moment?" We've 
got the three hundred thousand men there, and they know that the 
President inherited this problem and that he J s in a very difficult 
situation. He can't git out, and he can't win it quickly; so here 
is the demagoguery taking advantage of the situation inherited by 
President Johson. He didn't create the situation. 

REPORTER: Mayor Yorty, Senator Ribicoff spoke of big, 
boastful Los Angeles, Do you think that some jealousy was involved 
on the part of Eastern citieb? 
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MAYOR YORTY: Well, [there's a lot of jealousy because in so 
many ways, we are so far ahead, of them. We have, for one thing, 
cleaned up, under the late [Chief Parker, organized crime and vice 
in this community. I don't believe there's any crime syndicates 
operating here, Cosa Nbstra, or whatever else you want to call it. 
And, if we discover it, we will root it out- But, they still have 
gangland murders in some of the Eastern cities; they still have 
organized vice. They do have teeming slums with rats and all that 
sort of thing and we haven'|t that here. If the people in the kind 
of slums that they have in ft he East could see, for instance the 
Watts area, they would certainly not recognize it as any kind of a 
slum, and they kept referring to Watts, and I kept trying to tell 
them that Watts is only a two-and-a-half square mile area in the 
City of Los Angeles, It's 'very unfair to keep comparing Watts to 
these Eastern slums, but I (didn' t get through to them on this point 
at all. s

They think the Mayor 1 here is like an Eastern mayor who may 
be also the boss of the political machine and with authority over 
everything, which we don't have here. 

REPORTER: Mr. Mayor*, do you really think if they were so 
prepared as you say they were, that they were unaware of the divided 
jurisdiction of Los Angeles? 

MAYOR YORTY: I guess they were, because it certainly seemed 
to surprise them. I think that in preparing this, they had taker, 
it for granted that we had an Eastern-type city organization where 
the Mayor is not only the political boss of a party but a boss in 
many other respect,

REPORTER: So this preparation was on things other than the 

situation here in Los Angeles? 

MAYOR YORTY: Practically all of it, yes. They hit this 
Watts thing all the time. I never could get it through Bobby's 
head that it's a two-and-a-half mile area and that the so-called 
"curfew area" was eleven square miles of an area larger than Watts, 
..jot even in the City of 1 Los Angeles. 

' REPORTER: Mr. Mayor, you kept your composure rather well 
and a lot of people wondered why you didn't lash back more vigor¬ 
ously as long as you were on national TV? Why didn't you let them 
have a little of what they did -- 

MAYOR YORTY: Well, I thought I got in a few pretty good 
ones.

REPORTER: Mayor, you said yesterday that you were in the 
process of putting together a'package for Watts. Would you tell us 
what's going to be in this package? 

MAYOR YORTY: The ; one fhat I discussed before the Senate

REPORTER: Yes, sir. j

MAYOR YORTY: It isn't! just for Watts. We have picked out 
sixteen areas where we are planning what we are going to call a code 
enforcement and rehabilitation area. We hope to put together all the 
programs that are available to an area directed toward improving the 
structures in the area. This ; will make it possible for people who, 
say, can't afford to improve the home to get a Federal grant under one 
of the programs up to the fifteen hundred dollars we can get. We hope 
to work it out so that we can-basically train and employ the people 
in the area to do this, and, if we can, we will proceed along with 
the areas one at a time or maybe faster, but we are working this out. 
Mr. Monning (Supt. and General Manager, Building and Safety Depart¬ 
ment of City of Los Angeles) has worked quite hard on it for a long 
time. This is one of the projects that we don't announce with a big 
publicity flare before we can; do it because maybe something will 
ahppen and you can't launch it and there's been too much of this. 

Too many promises by demagogues and politicians to people that are 
not being carried out. ; 

REPORTER: Where are these sixteen areas? 

MAYOR YORTY: Well, I don't have the map in front of me. One 
of them is the Watts area. They :are the areas that we feel are most 
likely to need this sort of thing. We are not talking about just 
the structures, either,, We want to improve the streets, and all the 
facilities. We are hoping that we can tie all the Federal-State- 
local programs together. 1 

REPORTER: Why not the-whole-- 

MAYOR YORTY: Deal in a package? The whole city wouldn't be 
^eligible for some of the Federal programs.

REPORTER: Mayor, Ronald Reagan this morning in San Francisco 
sided with you completely and wondered why you didn't lose your temper. 
What was the build up of your own emotions during it? When did you 
\flrst catch on to what was going to happen to you in the hearing? 

MAYOR YORTY: Well, if it -- if it wasn't so obvious, and I am 
sure,obvious to other people, perhaps X would have been more angry, 
but, as I say, I had mixed emotions--sort of amused at the time. ^ 

Bobby thought he was a prosecutor at an inquisition, and this sort 
of amused me coming from him, becaruse I don't regard him as any heavy¬ 
weight or intellectual . X think he's got a tremendous amount of money 
to hire professionals. He puts on a great show around the world. He 
has a whole retinue of people, f and he's the star. They stage a great 
performance as he travels around the world and gets the publicity. 

He's fooling a lot of people, I think, but he has never fooled me and 
he is no Jack Kennedy, I tell you that. This guy is entirely different. 

■REPORTER: Mr. Mayor, are you still amused this morning? Is 
that your reaction in retrospect? 

MAYOR YORTY: Well, X feel very pleased this morning at the 
reaction of our own people. They saw through it. We can't even 
answer the telephone calls, telegrams and letters that are pouring 
in. I think the Senators overdid it. One of my old favorite sayings .. 
Confucius say: "Never heat the furnace so hot under your adversary 
that you singe yourself." And they went too far with this thing yes¬ 
terday. They were obviously —l I think anybody who saw them, and 
certainly the reporters there knew being very arrogant. 

REPORTER: Mr. Mayor, will this incident in Washington in any 

way affect your judgment as to whether or not you will support some¬ 
body in the November election here? 

MAYOR YORTY: No. I'm not going to let if affect that at all, 
but I think that when Mr. Kennedy comes out to campaign for Mr. Brown, 
the people of Los Angeles are entitled to ask him what he thinks of 
Los Angeles when he's here, ", 

REPORTER: By the way, who are you going to support for 

Governor? 

MAYOR YORTY: I'll tell you in November, if at all. 

REPORTER: What would your reaction be, Mr. Mayor, if somebody 
asked you to contribute to Mr. Kennedy's campaign fund or attend a 
testimonial dinner? 
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MAYOR YORTY: Mr- Kennedy is the one person in the United 
States viho doesn't need any contributors. He just sees father. 
(Laughter) 

REPORTER: Mr. Mayor, how about the jurisdictional setup of 
L.A.? Do you feel that, because the City has surrendered its health 
functions and its city control by franchises over transportation and 
other things, that we really are becoming less efficient as a city 
government? 

MAYOR YORTY: Well, the city government is limited in its 
'scope, but that doesn't mean that we are less efficient within the f 
scope that we retain. If I had it to do over again, I would still 
turn the Health Deparment over,to the County, because you can't turn 
the County over to the City, so this is a more efficient operation. / 
It should provide better service at less cost, and as I told them back 
there in Washington, Chief Parker always advocated some kind of 
amalgamation of the police service. , He felt that having the law en¬ 
forcement all split up was wrong, but how we go about this now, I 
.don't know. We've gone so far .down the road of breaking up and 
fractionating the County that it is pretty hard to redlly go back and 
start over again. Like San Francisco, as I pointed out time and tiqae 
again, got off on the right foot because they formed a consolidated 
city and county, and that's the 1 ideal form of government, or was, at 
least, in California... 

REPORTER: Why don't wje work along those lines? 

MAYOR YORTY: All I meant to tell the Senators was that we 
don't have the centralized control here that they picture as in 
Eastern cities. I just tried to explain it to them instead of 
the city only setting up the poverty program, we brought in the county 
because they have Welfare and Health. We brought in the State because 
they have the Department of Employment. We brought in the County 
schools because of the school system, and the City schools because of 
the school system. This is whyj instead of the City just setting up 
a poverty program, we brought in the other agencies, and this is mainly 
what I was trying to explain to them—that we have to work together if 
we are to draw everybody in,. In a City such as New York, the Mayor 
makes up the budget for all of these departments. I remember when I 
asked Mayor Bob Wagner one time: "How much is your budget?" -- at 
that time he said something like four billion dollars. Well, I 
couldn't believe it, compared with ours; so I said, "You must have 
the schools," — he said, "Oh, yes. I make up the budget for education 
and for all these other things.",: 

REPORTER: Mr. Mayor, why,, since we are four times bigger in 
population than San Francisco, 48 square miles to 480 in area, why 
don't we start working for a combined city-county government? 

MAYOR YORTY: Well, it's all right with me if you'want to 
start it. I don't think you could convince the other seventy-five 
odd cities. That's the problem..; 
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REPORTER: But, as a : ; city we are supposed to supply leader¬ 
ship. We are a hig city. }I think we should do something about it.

MAYOR YORTY: Yes, but you don't run and bat your head against 
the wall. You can't do this all at once. We have consolidated now 
the Health Department and there may be other departments consolidated. 
But I think we are quite a long way from getting a completely consoli¬ 
dated government and now we have gotten so big ic might no longer be 
feasible or even desirable-;-the County has become so big.

REPORTER: Mr. Mayorj, there was a suggestion yesterday that 
our form of government ! here f -may restrict the amount of Federal funds 
they will allocate to us for urban development. Do you think this 
will, in fact, happen.or will we get our fair .share?

MAYOR YORTY: Well, we are getting more than our share now, if 
you base what we have on what New York has. I think any administra¬ 
tion in Washington, looking;at California, the ::t popu"ou3 state in 
the Union and certainly in the top brackets of paying taxes to the 
Federal Government, will certainly want to send back a fair share to 
this state. These people in Washington forget that this is our money 
they are talking about. They may be appropriating it and collecting 
it, but it comes from the people; it belongs to the people. 

REPORTER: Mr. Mayor, do; you think Governor Brown should answer 
some of the questions you mentioned on education, for example? 

MAYOR YORTY: Well, that's up to the Governor, I pointed out 
to the Senators, which they may not have liked, that the state support 
for local schools has gone down in California and that I felt that 
this is the wrong direction. I also pointed out to them that there J 
was a bill proposed at the last session of the Legislature by 
Speaker Unruh to increase the sales taxes one cent and send the money 
back for local schools and it didn't pass. It should have. 

REPORTER: Don't you "think that Governor Brown ought to, in 

good taste or in fairness, answer these people and say this is where 
the fault lies? 

MAYOR YORTY: YeS, and I think it would be nice if Senator 
Kuchel would show some interest in this, too. 

REPORTER: Could you be running for Senator next election?

MAYOR YORTY: That has nothing to do with it. It's a matter 
of our state, and the Senator from the State of Michigan sat with 
Mayor Cavanagh while he testified, and I know that Mr. Murphy, had he 
been in Washington, would have been present while I testified. 

REPORTER: You are, sir, a Democrat or profess to be, I believe.

MAYOR YORTY: Why didn't Governor Brown support me for Mayor? 

He ran a candidate against me, Mr. Roosevelt; so I'm in a non-parti¬ 
san office, and I can--l'm in the probably enviable position of 
being able to make my decisions on factors that do not include need¬ 
ing any partisan machine to support me. I think most voters of 
California prefer to be rather independent minded and to make up 
their minds on the issues on the basis of the merits of the candidates 
rather than to be cogs in a political machine. 

REPORTER: Mr. Mayor, at the end of your testimony yesterday, 

there is a statement Implying that you favored some sort of a quota 
system to break up de facto housing segregation. Could you explain 
that? I 

MAYOR YORTY: I threw this out to them as a matter that I 
think is worthy of study, particularly based on our situation here in 
California, where Proposition 14 passed by such a big majority, and * 

I have talked to a great many owners of apartment houses and income 
^property who are subject now to the Rumford Housing Act. And I. 1 ve 
had the feeling that some way or other we've got to work out a com¬ 
promise that will be acceptable to both the Caucasians and to the 
minority people and many of the apr rtment owners that I have talked 
to and I have said to them: f'Well, why don't you just try, you know, 
renting to one Negro family that you would rent to on the same basis 
as a Caucasian family. You set up the same standards, but not by 
color, and just one,' 1 and it seems they always come back with the 
same argument. They say, "Mayor, I am not a bigot and I don't dislike 
Negroes, but if I rent to one, all the Caucasians will move out and 
I will have all these vacancies. I'll have to rent to all Negroes 
and I don't know what rent I could get. I have got all my life 
savings in the property, and this is all I have." So, this is what 
they say, and they are not mean people or prejudiced people; so, I've 
been thinking that, perhaps, as a defense to a charge of discrimina¬ 
tion, the owner of, say a hundred units should, perhaps—I am not 
saying this is an answer, because I don't know if it is—but maybe 
he ought to be able to have a complete defense if he can show that a 
certain number of his apartments or units have been rented or sold 
to minority people exactly on the same basis as he sells to others. 

Now, I suppose nei.’:'.cr side would really accept this. But, 
on the other hand, I have the feeling that what the people of good 
will in this situation want is to bring about satisfaction and 
peaceful integration but not inundation. If you tell the. apartment 
owner--"You've got to rent every apartment to a minority group," you 
might get what we have in some parts of our city, inundation. This 
doesn't solve the problem because then the schools remain segregated 
Just on the basis of where people live. Then the things that the 
integrationists want to bring about are defeated. So, maybe we ought 
to restudy this matter, that's all. I threw that out to them because 
they've got an open housing bill before the Congress and I thought 
maybe they should study this matter.

"It is clearly evident that the Communists are seeking to 
exploit the beneficiaries of tJese two important programs — the 

i 

war on poverty and the civil rights movement — to seek the defeat 
of the United States in Vietnam," said Yorty. 




The Mayor emphasized that there are "serious problems con¬ 
fronting minorities in the United States -- such as discrimination, 
housing and abject poverty. We must sincerely strive to solve 
these problems because it is right that we do so." 

Yorty said Communist exploitation "of legitimate discontent 
must not blind us to the need to alleviate these problems by sin¬ 
cere and constructive programs. 

"We must seek out every possible way to solve these problems 
which affect large numbers of our citizens," said Yorty. "We 
must, at the same time, be cognizant that Communists seek to 
aggravate these problems by deceptive actions calculated to block 
or delay solutions so that struggles, as exemplified in domestic 
and social unrest, can be used to further the Communists' ultimate 
purpose — the destruction of our cherished ideals and our demo¬ 
cratic processes," said Yorty. 

As an example of Communist involvement in racial causes, 

Yorty cited Communist Party support for a Black Congress rally 
held last February 18 at the Los Angeles Sports Arena to raise 
money for the Huey P. Newton Defense Fund. (Yorty noted that all 
of the following information "can be documented by anyone who 
wants to take the time to study reports of the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities, which are public record.") 



"Irving Sarnoff, an identified Communist and chairman of the 
Peace Action Council in Los Angeles, invited Stokely Carmichael-to 
attend the Newton rally and Carmichael agreed to appear," 

Yorty. 

Part of the financial support for the rally -- a $2,000 
cashier's check — was provided by Helen Travis, 6324 Primrose 
Avenue, Los Angeles, who has been identified as a member of the 
Communist Party, said the Mayor. She formerly wrote for the 
Communist newspaper, the "Daily Worker," under the name of v 
Maxine Levi. 

A $10,000 cashier's check also was made payable to the Los 
Angeles Memorial Coliseum Commission by Kenneth W. Rottger, who 
has been identified as a member of the board of directors of the 
Southern California Library for Social Studies and Research, the 
purpose of which is "to accumulate and make available material on 
the subject of Marxism and related and associated subjects to 
all scholars and students interested in the subject," said Yorty. 

Coincidentally, another director of the Southern California 
Library for Social Studies and Research is Emil Freed who, said, 
the Mayor, "has been active in the Communist Party since 1934. 

In 1938 he was a candidate for Congress from the 15th Congressional 
District on the Communist Party ticket. In 1943 he was a member 
of the Machinists Branch, Communist Party, and in 1944 a member 
of the California State Commission on State Leadership. In 19,4.5, 
he was a member of the State Committee of the Communist Party." 
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Yorty said speakers at the rally "vehemently criticized the 
United States. Rap Brown, for instance, stated: 'The only 

politics we can be concerned with is the politics of revolution.' 

And Stokely Carmichael said: 'If this country burns down to the 

i 

ground, we rejoice and we dance.'" 

Seventeen persons at the Sports Arena rally were "identified 
or professed officials or members of the Communist Party, U. S. A., 
or other Communist Party organizations," Yorty said. They were: 

Dan Bessie, Ben Dobbs, Sarah Dorner, Rose Chernin Kusnitz,

Bob Duggan, Emil Freed, Arnold Manuel Hoffman, Michael (Mike) Laski, 
Frank Pestana, Jean Pestana (Mrs. Frank Pestana), Irving Sarnoff,' 
Frank Spector, John W. Harris, Don Wheeldin, William C. Taylor, - 
Frank Wilkinson, And Tashia Freed (Mrs. Emil Freed). The Rev.' 
Stephen H. Fritchman, two-time invoker of the fifth amendment 
before the House Committee on Un-American Activities, was also 
at the rally. 

"Complete details of the Huey P. Newton Defense Fund rally 
were given the House Committee on Un-American Activities by James 
Harris, Los Angeles County District Attorney investigator, last 
June 28," said Yorty. 

The Mayor noted that "many organizations are organized, 
dominated and directed by identified and known Communist Party 
members. The Communist method of backing causes which, on the 
surface, cannot or should not be impugned is widely evident. 




"The Communist Party works through these groups to recruit 
large numbers of people for its demonstrations. In short, the 
Communist Party and its numerous front organizations which carry 
out the Party program constitute the operational Communist network 
throughout the United States," said Yorty. 

"Hundreds of activists and agitators influenced by the Commu¬ 
nist Party were called into action at the Century Plaza and Demo¬ 
cratic Convention demonstrations and they came from all over the 
United States well prepared and indoctrinated to manipulate and 
infiltrate. 

"Intelligence sources revealed, for instance, 14 known and 
identified Communist Party members were in evidence as agitators 
and demonstrators at the June 23 Century Plaza incident. They were 
Irving Sarnoff, Raphael Konigsberg, Pierre Mandel, Dorothy Healey, 
Barbara Nestor, Charles H. Mosley, Jr., Harriet Blair, Guillermo' 
Martinez, Paul Rosenstein, James Berland, Donald Wheedlin, Leonard 
Potash, August Maymudes, and Marco Schneck. 

"I also want to point out that just this one demonstration 
alone cost the Los Angeles taxpayers $150,000 to provide protection 
for the President," said the Mayor. 

Mobility is an important factor in the effectiveness of the 
Communist Party technique, Yorty noted. 

"It seems more than a coincidence that many of the hardcore 
leaders who have masterminded the youth rebellions on our campuses 
and in our cities have made unauthorized trips to Hanoi," said 
Yorty. "They have come back to whip up demonstrations which, 
invariably, have had an anti-Vietnam war theme." 



The Mayor noted that demonstrations have occurred "on 
different dates, in different states, in different cities — but 
the Communist Party's tactics and objectives have always been the 
same. Its plan is to create all the violence it can -- then to 
charge 'police brutality.' This is how the Communist Party works 
and has always worked. 

"In 1932, for instance, the Los Angeles Grand Jury heard 
representatives of the Communist Party of Los Angeles who appeared 
to protest alleged brutal treatment by various police officers of 
the county," Yorty pointed out. 

"The Communists complained that they were being deprived of 
the rights of free speech and free assembly and alleged brutality f 
and assaults by the police in quelling their demonstrations. 

"The Grand Jury, however, stated that it 'could find no basis 
for the accusations of brutality on the part of police made by the 
Communists...and, as a matter of fact, from the evidence adduced, 
the Communists themselves were the aggressors.' 

"This Grand Jury statement was not made several months ago 
after Chicago, or a year ago after the June 23, 1967, Century 
Plaza demonstrations — but 37 years ago," said Yorty. "And it 
reads as if it were written yesterday." 

Yorty said "it is important our citizens recognize that s 
Communist activity thrives in any area of discontent, abuse of 
lawful authority, or wherever a struggle, large or small, is 
taking place. 



"Communists are experts in moving in on these situations. 

They then take sympathetic sides with those who may be trying to 
legitimately draw attention to a community problem. Finally, 
they exploit it to serve their own ends while seemingly giving 
the impression of merely trying to go along with the original 
intent of the situation. 

"In short, they exacerbate the situation and, before long, 
they have the original purpose of the situation distorted. The 
whole cause gets out of hand. In the end, they raise cries of 
'police brutality.'" 

Yorty said the Black Panther Party and some other black 
militant groups "have ostensibly for their purpose the betterment 
of black people. 

"The record will show, however, that the main contribution 
these groups have made to date has been to create disunity, mis¬ 
trust, and dissension. 

"These militant black organizations lately have been advised 
and financially assisted by such Communist-supported groups as 
the Peace Action Council, the Los Angeles Committee for the Defense 
of the Bill of Rights, the Peace and Freedom Party, and the Com¬ 
munist Party itself. 

"I think it is likewise important to note that a new black 
newspaper called the 'Los Angeles Black Voice' has as its editor 
Donald Wheeldin, who, as has been indicated, has been a known and 
identified Communist Party member," said Yorty. 



In a front page editorial, Wheeldin wrote in the first issue 
of "Black Voice": 

"The 'Black Voice' intends to cry out in thundering tones 
against the white racism that scars our community, corrodes the 1 
body politic and threatens to destroy the nation.." 

r 

In another area, Yorty said, strong left wing thinking "is 
causing world-wide erosion and disrespect for constituted authority 
particularly among youth. The concept of irresponsibility and 
civil disobedience taught and tolerated within our schools has 
served to further weaken the moral fiber of our young people and 
make them easy pawns for the Communist cause." 

In a letter published in the UCLA Daily Bruin August 22, 1968, 
for instance, five faculty members of the school's history depart¬ 
ment, "expressed publicly their solidarity with Joseph I. Maizlish, 
a graduate student and teaching assistant in history, who has main¬ 
tained 'an admirably moral position with respect to the disastrous 
war in Vietnam.' 

"Maizlish has been sentenced to three years imprisonment for 
his refusal to participate in this war," Yorty pointed out. 

The Mayor said an analysis of activities by teachers "who 
are Communist dupes because they adhere to strong Leftish behavior 
provides a vivid illustration of how involved these individuals 
are in the framework of today's chaotic and often riotous demon¬ 
strations . 
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"Their positions, by virtue of occupation, allow these in¬ 
dividuals to have tremendous influence on today's youth." 

One of these teachers is Donald Kalish, chairman of the UCLA 

j 

Philosophy Department, who has been identified as vice chairman of 
the Peace Action Council and who was a participant in the Chicago 
Democratic Convention demonstrations, according to intelligence 
reports. 

In addition, said Yorty, Kalish was a leader of "hardcore 
activists who planned civil disobedience when President Johnson 
visited the Century Plaza Hotel on June 23, 1967. Kalish supports 
draft evasion, helped coordinate the group known as The Resistance 
in association with the Students for a Democratic Society, helped 
sponsor the Southern Californians to Abolish the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities, and participates in a wide array of 
anti-Vietnam, anti-police activities." 

In an interview with Phil Green of Los Angeles radio station 
KLAC on June 24, 1967, Kalish, when asked if he thought "there 
were any admitted Communists" at the June 23 Century Plaza demon¬ 
stration, replied: 

"Many of the young people I work with regularly belong to 
this branch of the Communist Party, that branch of the Communist 
Party, to Progressive Labor, which is probably far to the left of 
the Communist Party. I am far to the left of the Communist Party. 
Lots of people belong to Progressive Labor, Trotskyites, Dorothy 
Healy Communists, and some of us, as I say, are much more extreme 
than them, and I'm one of them, in our political views." 



Yorty also noted that the Education Committee of the Pro¬ 
gressive Labor Party recently issued a booklet entitled "Los 
Angeles...WE must rule the Schools!" which states, in part, 

"Our boys and girls are on a slow boat to nowhere. There are a 
few good teachers and good classes, but these are for the middle- 
class children — mostly white. The working class children get 
such bad schooling that they can hardly even read." 

"There's no sense kidding ourselves that things will change 
because of some new election. Under the U. S. imperialist system, 
the people don't run the country. The government cares about 
profits, not the people. There isn't a city in the whole country 
where working people are in control. Only a revolutionary change 
to a new set-up — a real people's government — Socialism — 
will put working people in power. A well-planned school fight 
will help the struggle toward that great change," the booklet 
concludes. 

Yorty said the demonstrations in Chicago, New York and Los 
Angeles "have proved what the Communist Party can do to mobilize 
and manipulate the youthful and militant minorities, and the 
civil rights and peace groups throughout the nation. 

"The vast majority of our people are not sick, either morally 
ethically, or socially, as some would have us believe. Too many 
of our people, however, and some political leaders, have been 
deceived into believing that the Communists are sincere in their 
synthetic desire for progress toward social justice and peace and 
co-existence with the Western World. This is the greatest sham 
of the 20th Century. Czechoslovakia should expose the true nature 
of Communism," said Yorty. 



"For us, then, understanding the Communist threat is not a 
political issue; it is a matter of national survival. It is im¬ 
portant that each person in Los Angeles familiarize himself with 
the Communist program in the United States — and specifically, 
in our city. We can all help diminish Communist effectiveness 
by thinking straight, and helping others avoid being fooled by 
Communist subversive propaganda and agitation. 

"We must right the wrongs that exist in our city and our 
nation. The Communists are not responsible for them and they 
do not want to see them righted. They seek only to exploit them 
for subversive purposes. It is up to us to right existing wrongs 
in accordance with our principles of justice and through our American 
democratic processes. Every wrong righted removes an opportunity 
for Communist exploitation and strengthens our nation's moral fiber."

I The City of Los Angeles has been informed by the F.B.I. 

that fingerprint identification services to local government 
agencies are being limited to persons directly employed in or 
i applying for law enforcement positions. The F.B.I. further 
informs us it is requesting funds and personnel to reinstate 
the service beginning July 1, 1971. 

I I am writing this letter to urge that an effort be made 

to see if the identification service can be reinstated as soon 
| fas possible. If Federal budgetary limitations prevent this 
action, I would recommend that some alternative means be sought 
to meet the most pressing requirements of local agencies until 
the full service can he reestablished. 

Local government needs to be able to draw upon this re¬ 
source of the Federal system A The funds required to support 
identification services have a greatly amplified effect in 
safeguarding our local governmental structure, and the esteem 
in which it is held by the citizen.

Regrettably’ such action was 
necessary because of the tremendous increase in applicant fingerprint 
submissions from all sections of the country for every conceivable type 
of applicant, employee and licensee. ItWas done only after careful con¬ 
sideration of all the facts and with the concurrence of the Attorney General. 
The action taken was not considered to diminish Federal assistance in law 
enforcement matters and the FBI continues ready to provide assistance in 
criminal investigations and related activities. .

Unfor 
tunateiy, it is not possible to make exceptions beyond those set forth in my 
letter of April 27, 1970.

The workload in the Identification' Division has 
continued to climb and has reached unprecedented levels. As 
a result of this and attendant factors of space limitations and 
budget considerations, it has become necessary to limit iden¬ 
tification services. - 

An analysis, of finger print receipts has disclosed 
that the sharpest increase is in the category of miscellaneous 
applicants from local law enforcement and governmental agencies 
taken as the result of local ordinances or regulations in connection 
‘•with licensing or -employment. During the past few-years more 
and more such regulations• have been adopted and fingerprint 
receipts have increased accordingly - up 133% since 1962. You 
were previously advised of tl-is in November, 1958, and the fact 
that every effort v;as being made to continue this cooperative 
service on a restricted basis. It was pointed out at that time 
that it had been necessary to curtail acceptance of certain types 
of applicant fingerprint cards, particularly from new contributors. 
In spite of this, these miscellaneous applicant receipts have 
continued to rise sharply v/it.h obvious effect upon processing of 
criminal fingerprint submissions. Frequently, local and state 
identification offices have not been checked before submission 
of the applicant-type fingerprints to the FBI. 

In order for the Identification Division to discharge

•Yorty urged citizen consideration "of the current problem (of 

increasing crime) before irresponsibly hacking away at the budget for 

the.police department in spite of the revenue problem daily being aggra- 
• 

vated by City Council inaction." 

The Mayor said Davis' report "indicates a growing challenge to 
the ability of our under-manned police department to protect our citizens 
against criminal acts." 

Chief Davis, in his May 27 report to the Mayor, said he predicts 
that when the Federal Government and the President "throw all levers to 
restore some element of our lost prosperity, we will see some letup in 
this sad crime increase, particularly in hard-hit California. 

"In the meantime, we advise people to bar their doors, buy a 
police dog, call us when we're available, and to pray," said Davis. 

The Chief told Yorty that he has been "alarmed" over the increase 
of crime in the city and he ordered a telephonic survey conducted of 
ether major cities. He learned that for cities over one million popu¬ 


lation, "crime is up more than 11 percent. 
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New York City registered nearly a 19 percent increase, he sa.id, 
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Crime Increase - 2 


and "of greater interest .is the increase in California, with San Fran¬ 
cisco showing a 15 percent increase; Sacramento, 17 percent, and San 
Diego, 15 percent. " 

Continued Davis' report: 

"The rate of increase in the City is approximately half that of 
the other major cities in the State and is less than the increase for 
the cities over one million; and is less than half the increase of the 
City of New York. 

"I became alarmed when I saw increases registered in almost all 
of our divisions. No one can explain the national or California pheno¬ 
menon of such a large increase. Perhaps it's related to the affluent 
society suddenly going broke. This might explain the major cities in 


California having increases of almost 15% — other than ,Los Angeles, 
of course. 

"Perhaps young people who always had everything they wanted and 
who now have unemployed or under-employed fathers, are going out and 
getting what they want anyway. Perhaps it's related to the increased 
flow of drugs into America from foreign sources. Certainly our Vietnam 
veterans are bringing back a big and expensive dope habit. The Los 
Angeles Times, in its feature story this morning (May 27, 1971), stated 
that between 10 and 20% of our Armed Forces in Vietnam are on heroin. 

"Regardless of what is responsible for the upsurge in crimes 
across the country, and particularly in California, one thing is evident: 
We have not allocated enough of our resources to police at the City 
level, to courts and prosecutors at the County level, and most import¬ 
antly, not enough to correctional institutions for youth and adults at

the State level. 

"Penurious policies at the State level in the rapid release of 
felons in the minimum amount of time, the failure to build additional 
correctional facilities and the failure to staff them with persons 
capable of doing a job of rehabilitation will contribute more to the 
increase in crime in the future. 

"We will continue to do everything possible to stem the tide 
within the City. Thank God we have the Basic Car Plan going for us, 
which gives us'more citizen participation and cooperation than exists 
probably anywhere else in a large city," said Davis. 

Yorty said Davis' report "should awaken our citizens to the need 
to carefully consider our law enforcement budget." Yorty’s bxidget 
for Fiscal Year 1971-72 is scheduled to come before the full City Council 
next Monday.

"Organized terrorist groups engaged in^ urban guerrilla warfare, 
usually trained and financed by subversive forces, pose an increasing 
threat to cities of all sizes throughout the nation,” said Yorty. "No 
police force in the nation is large enough to be at all places at all 
times to protect against the terrorist tactics typical of the tactics 
used by the Communists against the South Vietnamese." 

Yorty said the "best .defense is infiltration of such organizations 
by undercover agents either from the FBI or local police forces. This,, 
of course, is well known to the terrorists and is one of the reasons for 
- the-left-wing attacks on-the—FBI and their methods of undercover -inf i-l-tra-* 


tion and surveillance of subversive groups." 

"Unfortunately," the Mayor said, "some prominent Democrats, such as 
Muskie and McGovern, motivated by politics, have lent their support to 
persons attacking J. Edgar Hoover and the Federal Bureau of Investigation."
